This 
feat marked the ascendancy of the 
Allied air forces and indicated to 
the British that the time is at 
hand when Allied fighters will be 
able to spread the necessary air 
umbrella over any invading forces 
in Western Europe. 

However, German and Ttalian 
air power has virtually closed. the 
Western Mediterranean to all but 
heavily escorted convoys. 

War at Sea, 

Both the British and United 
States navies are regarded as hav- 
ing recovered from the crippling 
blows dealt them by the Japanese 
in the first months of the Pacific 
war.

LONDON, Sept. 1 (AP). — The 
Allied raid on Dieppe “proved that 
an invasion of the Continent is ab- 
solutely feasible,” Gen. Viadyslaw 
Sikorski, Premier of Poland, said 
today on the third anniversary of 
the Nazi invasion of Poland.

Most Japanese 
clothing is made of a substitute 
material that goes to pieces after 
three washings, he said.

All Milne Bay is covered by two 
canopies, one permanent, the ether 
semi-permanent. The semi-perma- 
nent is a layer of thick, wet, low- 
lying mist, which fills the enclos- 
ure between the horseshoe’s sides 
sometimes down to the level of the 
palm tops. This layer, which so 
effectively concealed the base’s 
preparations from enemy peering, 
played the Allies false because it 
made it difficult for our fighter- 
bombers to hit the landing forces.

The other canopy is that of the 
green, feather-duster palms which 
are so close together that only a.

Preparations. 

While American Kittyhawks 
snarled overhead on patrol] Milne 
Bay prepared itself for the Japa- 
nese onslaughts which the men 
felt were certain. The stocky, red- 
faced Australian commanding of- 
ficer explained to me: 

“We don’t feel over-confident or 
cocky. But we've treated our na- 
tive labor right, and we're getting 
the job. done. And much credit is 
due to the diligence and long hours 
worked by the Americai forces.” 

I spent a 21-hour day from: 5 
o’clock in the morning until 2 the 
next morning with an Army cap- 
tain from Akron, O., who had been 
my friend as a business man in 
Singapore. Although totally un- 
known elsewhere, these Americans 
were unquestionably working hard- 
er at the job of creating this New 
Guinea base than any other of- 
ficers or men seen -elsewhere in 
the Far East. Where the Japa- 
nese have now landed along the 
“waterfront,” actually a tiny nar- 
row strip of black-sanded beach, 
with palms dipping over the waves, 
they had built a short primitive 
road.

It was characteristic that when 
we discovered a truck with a brok- 
en axle stopped across the road, in 
the mosquito-infested night, the of- 
ficers, the men and I, too, fell to 
and somehow hefted the big fellow 
over to one side on the beach, so 
that other caravans might pass. 


Work of Unloading. 

These men, whites and colored 
men laboring together, were proud 
that in many cases their jobs of 
unloading had been accomplished 
faster under the rawest tropical 
conditions, with hearty, spirited la- 
bor, than by professional stevedores 
working in safety thousands of 
miles away. They made their boast 
that every ship was unloaded with 
their crude means faster than it 
had been loaded by modern means

Nowhere so much as at Milne 
Bay have I wanted to honor the 
unknown soldier-worker who 
sweats alone unrecognized. Among 
the perspiring officers was a doc- 
tor, once a member of the staff 
of Kings County Cancer‘ Institute 
in New York, and another from 
Cleveland, with other officers from 
Erie, Pa., Long Beach, Cal. : and

Yet the scars of war are scat- 
tered across these wide, hospitable 
plains, and the roar of big guns 
rumbles like a non+stop, distant 
thunderclap from the hazy edge of 
the peaceful-looking horizon many 


miles to the west. 

A powerful mechanized army has 
been stopped here and hurled back 
here and forced to dig itself in ig- 
nominiously. The masters of mo- 
torized warfare have been held 
here. You gaze, and wonder for 
the hundredth time how it could 
have happened. The horizon is 
level. From the top of a 10-foot 
observation mound you can see it 
curving ‘gracefully more than 20 
miles away. How were they 
stopped? How were tanks and ar- 
mored infantry pinned behind the 
trenches and pillboxes on this rich 
tableland? 


Burned-Out Village. 


Well, it happened. They were 
stopped and now they are being 
thrown back, back into another 
unseen segment of this same de-' 
ceptive landscape, And here, in 
the recaptured village of Pogore- 
loye Gorodishe — burned out by 
name, and burned out once again— 
are the telltales of combat. Just 
another wrecked fragment of sim- 
ple farm-tilling lives. Just another 
score or two of ruined homes, 
ashes and naked chimneys still 
standing. And against the brick 
shell of the village hall is lined a 
little mass of human debris. They, 
too, are standing. 


They are women and young girls 
and boys and small children. All 
wear shabby clothes. The women 
and girls have kerchiefs wound 
over their heads and under their 
Their faces are country 
faces. 


These Russian peasants have ex- 
isted under German military dom- 
ination since last October. You see 
it especially in the faces of the 
older women, of the mothers and 
of the few old men. Many of the 
younger ones are thin but still 
look strong. 


There are a surprising number 
of children. What are they doing 
here? How can so many live here 
when only half a dozen houses are 
still habitable? 


Someone explains that they are 
going to go to school—for the first 
time in 11 months, actually going 
to go to school. 

Where? Behind the Ural moun- 
tains, some 500 miles away. That 
is the only safe place. So they will 
go, and these mothers can only 
pray that somehow they may see 
their children again, But they are 
glad they are going. They know 
they will never again have to run 
errands for German soldiers, or be 
cursed by them, or © sometimes 
beaten by them. They know, too, 
that behind the Urals they will 
have at least a little more to eat.

Did the Germans ever actually 
beat any of these children? A 
slight little girl of 12 loo’- us 
straight in the eye and gives a 
child’s vivid description.

Maybe you will 
pardon the Nazi system and all 
those millions of German youths 
who murder cold-bloodedly, if the 
order is given them, and sometimes 
even without it. 

Maybe you will pardon those 
German soldiers who in a nearby 
village dropped a pleading 90-year- 
old woman on her knees out into 
the snow at 20 degrees below 
zero, burned her home and all her 
belongings and left her to die— 
which she did very soon. Maybe 
you'll pardon them and forget 
about it. | 

But if you were one of these 
who are the human debris of Hit- 
ler’s and Germany’s imperialism, if 
you stood here against the brick 
shell of what was once your hall 
and your village, would you be able 
to forget? It is an old story—un- 
less it happens to be your own.

Undoubtedly, the acts of the fumble- | 


but 15 months ago that Joseph Harsch, formerly 
Berlin correspondent of the Christian Science Moni- 
tor, wrote: “I happen to know that reports of some 
of the most important lessons (to be learned from 
the German Army) have been held up by officers in. 
control of transmission whose preconceived notions 
prevent innovations in the German Army from being 
fully aired in Washington.” .. 

In such a blind era did military dodoes do the 
damage that affects our course in war right now. 
There are two classic examples of their deadly work. 
One is that of Lieut. Col. Truman Smith, who sent 
in such accurate reports on German war. prepara- 
tions that he was accused of being pro-Nasi, was 
yanked back from Berlin to an obscure post in this 
country and almost. thrown out of the Army. The 
other is that of Col. Philip R. Faymonville, who, 
after three tours of duty as an observer in Russia, 
Siberia and Japan, sent in glowing but accurate 
reports from Moscow on the formidability of the 
‘Red war machine. He was recalled, discredited and 
given humdrum assignments. He stuck to his guns 
and insisted Russia would halt the Germans if they 
tried a blitzkrieg on Joseph Stalin. The Russians 
did halt Hitler. As unobtrusively as possible, the 
Army took Faymonville out of the doghouse, as well 
as Smith. 

Faymonville, now a Brigadier General, has only 
recently been returned to Moscow on an important 
military mission. Leland Stowe, the veteran reporter 
whose dispatches have won him an international 
reputation, appraised Faymonville in an article the 
other day as eminently fitted for his post in the 
Soviet capital. If Stalin follows through on his 
promise to give military attaches access to vital 
fronts throughout Russia, it is almost a certainty 
that a man of Faymonville’s qualities is going to 
derive the most benefit from the change in policy. 
But ‘had Faymonville been allowed to remain in 
Russia, while he was watching events shape the 
world’s course, he probably would have been able 
to transmit valuable information to Washington and 
also to do good liaison work between two powers 
that were to become allies. Trusted and well liked 
by the Russians, he could have obtained information 
that was not available to other attaches. Whoever 
the dodoes were that took Faymonville from 
Moscow, took Smith from Berlin and sat ‘on vital 
messages that other attaches sent—their stupidity 
must have been appreciated by the Axis. 
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IS ONE OUR LIMIT? 

Removal of the Office of Indian Affairs, a branch 
of the Department of the Interior, to Chicago is a 
reminder that the dispersal of Government agencies 
continues under the pressufe of space in bursting 
wartime Washington. It is also a reminder that St. 
Louis has received only one agency—the Rural Blec- 
trification Administration—in this process. 

Is one agency all St. Louis can accommodate? 
With the empty office building space here, this 
would hardly seem to be the case. If the pressure

There will be no radical departures or innovations, 
he added; if there are changes, these will be evolu-: 
tionary—coming with time and with experience. 

In taking office, Mr. Boyles has the full support 
of the city administration, the Smoke Elimination 
Committee and his predecessor, Raymond R. Tucker, 
who will continue to serve on the committee. 

As the new Commissioner said, the success of the 
battle against smoke in the last two years has been 
due in large measure to public co-operation. He 
hopes to have this support, too, and he should have 
it. St. Louis can find no better way of giving it 
than by filling its cellars with smokeless fuel—now. 
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ULSTER ACTS WITH WISDOM. 

The Government. of Northern Ireland has, with 
wisdom, commuted the ‘death sentences pronounced 
on five members of the outlaw Irish Republican 
Army for the Easter killing of a policeman.

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- WAR BOND DRIVE BY THE MOVIE INDUSTRY. 
-At’the Treasury's request, the motion picture in- 
dustry is mobilized—Hollywood producers, film stars, 
promotion men, 18,000 theaters and all—for a con- 
centrated drive to sell a billion dollars’ worth of 
war bonds this month. ‘ 
The industry is marvelously equipped for such an 
all-out campaign. For showmanship, for ingenuity, 
for reaching a broad public with impressive demon- 
strations, the movie people cannot be surpassed. The 
St. Louis theater men are wholeheartedly doing 
more’ than their share in this patriotic enterprise, 
and we hope they score a tremendous success, | 
However, after this campaign is over and the 
September goal hag been reached, what about the 
months to come? Is the Government going to dp- 
pend on a series of spectacular special appeals to put 
over the very serious business of financing this war? 
If so, it is likely to encounter the law of diminishing 
returns. People may get into the habit of neglecting 
their bond-buying duty until a spectacular demon- 
stration comes' along and, once the drive is over, 
settling back until another drive is staged. Can 
enough groups like the movie people be found to 
put on colorful and widespread campaigns month 
after month? * 

The ideal goal for all concerned is to make every 
citizen realize the gravity of the war needs and the 
necessity for voluntarily and regularly buying bonds 
—buying until it hurte—out of every pay check. 

As it is—and the point is proved by Secretary Mor. 
genthau’s statement that sales have fallen short of 
the goal for three monthe—some people scrape up 
every penny to buy bonds and stamps, while others 
disregard the appeals. If the quotas cannot be 
reached on a@ voluntary basis, if the sales cannot be 
more evenly distributed, then it may be necessary 
tor the Government to order compulsory purchases. 
Meanwhile, we wish the movie industry’s drive 
tremendous success. We hope that it will succeed in 
not only persuading people to buy in September, 
but Will instill in them the idea of regular purchases 
to the very limit of their means—for the duration. 
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MEAT RATIONING IS WELCOME. 
Another milestone toward all-out war and nation- 
wide sacrifice is reached in the Government’s de- 
cision to ration meat. As such, the plan Will be wel- 
comed by the people, eager as they are to do any- 
thing within their power to bring victory nearer. 

In reality, this will be no great sacrifice. As 
Secretary Wickard announces the plan, civilians will 
still have two and a half pounds per capita per 
week, their 10-year average. Rationing is intended 
merely to prevent an increase in consumption, and 
to insure fair’ distribution of the supply. It will free 
billions of pounds annually for our fighting forces 
and for lease-lend exports. This year’s meat produc- 
tion will be the largest on record, but it is necessary 
to plan its uses so that the increased demands upon 
the supply can be equitably met. 

Before fationing takes effect, the citizen can co- 
operate by voluntary conser’ ation through meatless 
days and other plans, The Government can co-Oper= 
ate by putting a price ceiling on livestock, and 80 
removing a factor which has produced an aftificial 
shortage. Hvery private interest must be subordi- 
nated to the cause of providing all the steaks and 
chops and roasts needed to keep our fighting men 
in first-class fighting trim. 
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SENATOR TAFT’S DRAFT POOL PLAN. 

Many problems are complicating the draft pro- 
cedure as the country drives ahead with its program 
of raising the armed forces needed to win this war, 
forces which will eventually total 9,000,000 men, ac- 
cording to some estimates. One of the most trouble- 
some problems just now is ‘the fact that married 
men are being inducted by some draft boards, while 
the supply of unmarried men in other areas is still 
not exhausted. As a solution, Senator Taft has pro- 
posed the creation of a nation-wide pool, to insure an 
equitable system of selection, | 

In some districts, it has been impossible to fill 
quotas without drawing on married men. To that 
extent, the quota system has broken down. It is 
clearly better for the country and for the individuals 
concerned if unmarried men, at least those not 
holding vital positions in war industries, are in- 
ducted before married men with dependents are 
called. Washington authorities last week recom- 
mended a pooling arrangement within the states, 
just adopted in Missouri, so that no draft board here- 
after will need to call married men while another 
board in the state still has single men available. 

Senator Taft’s proposal would broaden this plan 
to take in the whole country.

The Governor is constitutionally charged 
with responsibility for execution of the laws. 
It is @asy to see that an Attorney General 
hostile to the Governor can weaken his 
authority and thwart his efforts. 


The State Supreme Court has ruled that 
the conduct of the six elective State officers 
can be Mquired into only by a prolonged 
and usually fruitless impeachment proceed- 
ing. Yet at least some of the officials now 
elected and beyond the control of the Gov- 
érnor are of less importance than some of 
the appointive positions under the Gover 
nor. There is no logical basis of distinction 
between the appointive and elective places. 

Another difficulty grows out of this dif- 
fusion of executive power. The Governor 
has become much more than a ministerial 
officer to execute laws and policies. He is 
expected to develop and carry out plans of 
administrative policy, and to take the lead 
in proposing législative measures, 

Experience has shown that he may be 
hampered and thwarted by the other elec- 
tive officials in carrying out his plans and 
in procuring needed legislation. The Secre- 
tary of State with a large patronage, the 
Auditor and Treasurer with their control 
over expenditures, the Attorney General in 
his character of legal adviser to the depart- 
ments, may wield a great influence over 
legislation, and may even exercise consider- 
able control over departments which are

Another evil result of this multiplicity of 
elective officers affects the elections where

on the candidates for Governor, largely 
ignoring the candidates for the other offi- 
cers on the ballot. 

This was intended to make government 
by the people more direct and effective. If 
it served that purpose today, I would not 
have the temerity to be here advocating a 
change, nor would I desire a change. But I 
believe that the present hodgepodge of 
State Government retards the advance of 
democracy. It thwarts, or at least obstructs, 
the people in self-government. The diffu- 
sion of power was an error which should 
be corrected in the interest of democracy, 

The State executive officials should be 
appointed by the Governor, and be remov- 
able by him for misconduct. This would 
result in a short ballot at elections, and in 
a larger power and responsibility being 
centered in the Governor, It would be a 
step toward better government. It would 
bring the government closer to the people. 
It would make government by: the people 
simpler and more understandable; it would 


make it more* responsive, It would 
strengthen democracy. 
* * * 


Another gross evil which weakens democ. 
racy is the farming out of our State Gov- 
ernment to numerous boards and commis- 
sions. I am not referring to those which, 
like the Tax Commission and the Penal 
Board, render administrative service di- 
rectly, and are in truth administrative offi- 
cers subject to central executive control. I 
speak of those which intervene between the 
Governor and the administrative officers. 

This peculiar system of government is 
not contemplated by the Constitution, nor 
was it evolved according to any general 


‘plan. It grew haphasard. As the Legisla- 


ture was prevailed upon to embark the 
State upon new activities, new boards and 
commissions were established to take care 
of them. This has resulted in a multiplicity 
of boards and much duplication, 

Many of the boards and commissions 

draw directly on the State revenue through 
appropriations by the Legislature, As each 
has a special interest in the general ad- 
ministration of the State Government, it is 
common to see them striving, some with 
great power, to get as large an appropria- 
tion as possible. 
‘ ‘There are too many departments, too 
many heads, too much duplication, over- 
lapping, waste of the people’s money. There 
should be thorough reorganization of the 
administrative arrangements of the State. 
This should have the official sanction of 
the Governor and the Legislature. They 
should employ experts in governmental 
planning to evolve a new system. 

Much can be done, as in other states, 
through legislation; but a complete reor- 
ganization cannot be atcomplished without 
changes in our Constitution. In advance of 
all this must be built up a strong public 
sentiment in favor of simpler government. 
It must be strong enough to blast away the 
powerful opposition of official beneficiaries 
of the present system: boards, commissions, 
elective State officers, their employes and 


supporters.

$60,000,000 IN RED CROSS 
RELIEF TO EUROPE SINCE 1939 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 1 (AP).— 
The American Red Cross reported 


yesterday that in the three years 
since the war broke out-in Europe, 
Sept. 1, 1939, 60 million dollars in 
relief supplies had been distributed 
in Europe, Asia and Africa to aid 
20 million sufferers. - 

Aid to Russia passed the four 
million dollar mark, the agency re- 
ported, and included the dispatch 
of 300,000 warm garments for wom- 
en and children refugees from ‘the 
fighting areas and more than 2,500,- 
000 pounds of toilet and laundry 
soap. 

More than half of the total ex- 
penditure went to aid England, 33 
million dollars having been spent 
for the most part to aid civilians 
bombed out of their homes in the 
Battle of Britain.

A. calling the presence of United 
States forces in Northern Ireland 
an act of aggression made it clear 
that “this illegal organization has 
been preparing for attacks . on 
members of the armed forces of 
the Crown, police and United 
States forces stationed in Northern 
Ireland.” 

Police announced 17 persons had 
been detained for questioning in 
the investigation of a plot which, 
they said, had reached a_ point 
where the organization was able to 
@mass explosives enough to blow 
up half this Ulster capital. 

One man armed with a tommy- 
gun was killed when the arsenal 
was uncovered in a raid on a farm 
five miles from Belfast. Authorities 
gaid they suspected that he was 
an important member of the I. R. 
A. 

The dump contained 10 beer 
barrel-size kegs of nitro-glycerine, 


npowder and other explosives. | 


All police leaves were canceled

After the fall of Poland, a Pol- 

ish army of 100,000 was formed in 
France and fought very gallantly 
when the Germans invaded that 
country. At the collapse of French 
resistance, about 40,000 of these 
troops were successfully evacuat- 
ed to Great Britain, and about 20,- 
000, who were stationed at the 
Maginot line, succeeded in cross- 
ing. the frontier into Switzerland, 
where they are now interned. 
Most of the others are now in spe- 
cial camps in unoccupied France, 
though many have escaped and 
have made their way to England 
to join their comrades. 
There was also a Polish brigade 
with the Allied army in Syria, and 
when it became clear that the 
French in Syria were going to ac- 
cept the armistice terms this brig- 
ade got under arms, and with its 
guns and transport, marched 
across the frontier into Palestine 
and reported itself for duty to Sir 
Henry Maitland Wilson, the Brit- 
ish commander in that area. Sub- 
sequently this brigade has fought 
gallantly in Egypt and Libya on 
several ‘occasions, and for some 
weeks was the principal element 
in the garrison of Tobruk during 
the seven months’ siege of that 
fortress. 

At present the Polish armed 
forces consist of three major por- 
tions: (1) An army corps of three 
divisions in the British Isles, to-

HOUSEWIFE writes me: I 

am kept very busy; my weight 

is 181 pounds. I want to lose 
40 pounds. I could take one-half 
hour a day for exercise, Please 
give me some exercises which will 
reduce my abdomen. Which foods 
can be eaten for “beauty,” and 
which foods should be eaten for 
enérgy? How much sleep is neces- 
sary for good health, and how 
many glasses of water should I 
drink each day? Please help me 
—I want to be more attractive.” 


You should exercise and diet so 
that you will lose weight gradu- 
ally—two. pounds the first two 
weeks, three pounds the third 
week, and possibly the fourth, and 
four pounds a week thereafter— 
providing you eat wisely and have 
enough energy to carry on your 
duties. If this reduction seems too 
enervating, plan to lose two 
pounds each week for 20 weeks. 


Beauty foods and energy-giving 
foods are the same. Whole grain 
cereals and breads, dairy _foods, 
plenty of leafy fresh vegetables, 
root vegetables (limited), plenty 
of fresh fruits and their juices. 
Some meat—but lean only (twice 
a week). Fish twice, 
Three days no meat or fish but 
other protein. Absolutely no 
sauces, sweet desserts, candy, fried 
foods, rich creamed foods, pastries. 
It is surprising how appetizing you 
can make your meals if you bal- 
ance them properly as to energy 
value (all vitamins and minerals). 
Soon you: will dislike highly a¢a- 
soned or sweetened foods. 


Physicians differ about the 
amount of water one should drink. 
To reduce, do not drink water 
with the meals. Between meals, 
upon rising and retiring, drink one 
large glass.

if the salute were a “gesture of 
servility,” Private C., you would be 
justified in questioning it. But an 
examination of the history, tradi- 
tions, and significance of the sa- 
lute shows definitively that no 
citizen of any demi should 
have any feeling but one of dignity 
and pride in making the venerable 
gesture, , 

To begin with, the word salute 
is simply a shorter form of the 
word salutation, from the Latin 
Salutis, “welfare; health,” hence, 
to hail or greet as an expression 
of goodwill. Gestures of respect 
and friendship are as old as man, 
and they still survive among most 
races. The salute by embracing 
dates from earliest Semitic and 
Aryan cultures, The salute by 
sniffing, erroneously called: “rub- 
bing noses,” is still practiced by 
Polynesians. Malays, Burmese, Es- 
kimos and Laplanders. 

' The kiss, originally, was a salute 

by tasting. In various forms it 
survives in social customs, in cere- 
monials, and in religious rites, as 
the kissing of women’s hands in 
Europe, the kissing of the cross 
and the papal ring, and the French 
custom of men exchanging kisses 
on the cheek, 


Many other salutes are still prac- 
ticed throughout the world: the 
prostration, kneeling, the kowtow, 
the salaam, the curtsy, the bow, 
the handshake, tipping the hat, and 
waving the hand.

Particutarly at match- 
point duplicate, East added, he had 
had every reason to feel that a 
double, even if it brought in only 
a one trick penalty, was the best 
action available, this thought be- 
ing substantiated by the fact that 
North’s three diamond bid might 
well have been a stretch. East 
wound up his argument by saying 
that any one who overcalled with 
one spade on West’s hand, and 
then permitted a low penalty dou- 
ble to stand, had no grounds for 
complaint, no matter what hap- 
pened. 

I must say that I am in com- 
plete accord with East’s views on 
this matter. West’s overcall was, 
inexcusably weak. Surely, he must 
have realized that fact and, whel 
East doubled three diamon 
should have been very pleased th 
the distribution of his hand, a sin- 
gleton diamond and three hearts, 
made a rescue of the double pos 
sible.
